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Report on 
The Norfolk County Road System 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to you my twenty- 
fourth annual report on the Norfolk County Road System. 


During 1940 important changes have been made in the 
organization of the County System. 


1. The use of a new system of bookkeeping in accord- 
ance with the instructions of the Audit Department of the 
Department of Highways. Under this new system the use 
of road numbers is eliminated so far as general maintenance 1s 
concerned. General maintenance includes such items as drag- 
ging, patching, repairs to bridges and culverts, snow removal, 
and other items. For construction work and special main- 
tenance work job numbers are required and each particular 
job number must be accounted for separately. There was 49 
jobs on the system in 1940. All materials, unless purchased 
for a particular job, shall be charged to a stock account and 
shall be accounted for as taken from the County Yard, charg- 
ed to the particular work and credited to the stock account. 
New forms have been provided for making the returns to the 
Department and I notice that while under the old system we 
had 7 sheets, under the new system 22 sheets are required for 
1940 returns. 


2. The change in the method of subsidizing the Munici- 
palities by the Department for New Machinery. Previous to 
1940 the Department paid 50% of the cost of the machinery 
when purchased. Since the beginning of 1940 they pay on a 
rental basis which is based on the cost of the machine and 
the calculated depreciation of the machines. The Department 
sets this rental basis per hour and the following items are 
cared for: depreciation, insurance, repairs. In addition to the 
rental basis, the Department pays a 50% on the operators’ 
time, gasoline, oils and greases. The Municipality has the 
privilege of renting out these machines at a higher rate than 
the rental basis and any funds accrueing therefrom belong to 
the municipality and are not deducted as receipts as in the case 
where machines were subsidized at the time of purchase. 
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3. It is only reasonable that over a period of years, in an 
organization such as ‘the County Road System, that changes 
should be made. When the system was first taken over in 
1917 more than 40 foremen or patrolmen were employed in 
1930. This number has been reduced to 13. During the early 
part of 1940 your road committee investigated and discussed 
at length the possibility and advisability of further improving 
the organization. They decided that 2 foremen should be 
appointed, one for the East part of the County and one for the 
West. That 2 trucks should be purchased to carry on the 
work. Your committee reported on this matter at the May 
meeting and the same was approved by the Council. Two 
G.M.G. 3-ton trucks were purchased at a cost of $3800.00. The 
trucks were put into operation on July 2 and up to Dec. 3lst, 
had been in operation for a total of 2888 hours. The operating 
costs are as follows: repairs $214.41, insurance $107.62, license 
$4.00, operators’ time $900.40, gas, oil and grease, $750.84, 
showing a total of $1977.27. The subsidy under the rental 


basis amounts to $938.60, and for operators’ time, gas, oil and 
grease $825.62. Mileage 27968. 


At the January session of 1940, a By-Law was passed by 
the Council providing for an expenditure of $180,000 on the 
County Road System. In accordance with the Highway Im- 
provement Act, the By-Law was submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Highways, and subsequently approval of the same 
was received. 


Estimates were prepared by your committee and approv- 
ed of by the Council. Later it was decided not to proceed 
with construction of the bridge on Road 7 at Big Creek and 
also to eliminate the construction of the machinery building. 
The estimated cost of these projects was $36,000, which re-+ 
duced the estimated expenditures to $144,000. With one or 
two exceptions due to weather conditions, the other various 
projects in the estimates were carried out. 


The following is a summary of the expenditures during 
1940 as returned to the Department for subsidy: 
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Road No. 1—Job 1—Construction work consisting of 
grading and gravelling. 1.25 mile at the west end of the road 
to the County boundary. A bad curve was eliminated at the 
easterly end of the work and a high knoll was cut down at 
the corner of the north road to improve the line of vision at 
this point. Grading cost $879.02. In this cost is included 
necessary fencing on account of a change of right of way and 
moving approximately 9000 cubic yards of dirt, and purchase 
of right of way. Cost of 2 culverts and installing same $289.- 
81, crushing and hauling 2553 cubic yards of gravel $1746.56, 
levelling and rolling $130.75. Total cost $3046.14. 


Road 1—Job 10—Retreatment of road from Mabees Cor- 
ners to the Orange Hall. 1% miles. Cost of tar $432.98, cost 
of pea gravel and hauling $263.16. Total cost $696.14. 


Road 1—Job 11 Retreatment of 1.25 miles tar D.S.T. 
laid in 1939. Cost of tar $481.65, gravel $263.16. 





Road 1—Job 12—Retreatment of 1.25 mules asphalt D. 
S. T. laid in 1939. Cost of asphalt $504.57, gravel $181.38. 
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Road 4—Job 1—Construction. Unfortunately due to 
weather conditions, it was impossible to complete this work 
but the right of way has been completely cleared of stumps 
and trees. Cost of grading to date $792.84, new fencing $598.- 
36;," Lota S1goi 20: 


Road 4—Job 2—1 mile gravel resurfacing, crushing and 
hauling 1443 cubic yards of gravel, $1059.59, levelling $14.50. 
Total $1074.09. 


Road 6—Job 1—Gravel resurfacing approximately 2 
miles. Crushing and hauling 2631 cubic yards of gravel, $2,- 
458,78, levelling and rolling $146.80. Total $2605.58. 


Road 6—Job 2—Construction. This consists of the im- 
provement of a bad curve at the Houghton Centre School 
House. Grading and fencing $134.08, crushing and hauling 
669 cubic yards of gravel $775.78, levelling $22.00. Total 
$931.86. 


Road 6—Job 10—New double suriace treatment 2.6 miles. 
15736 gallons of asphalt applied at a cost of $2187.31, pea 
gravel and hauling $1144.45. Total $3331.76. Cost per mile 
$1281.44. 


Road 6—Jobl1—Retreatment of 85 miles of asphalt D. 
S. T. Cost: asphalt $347.50, pea gravel and hauling $217.17, 
total $564.67. 


Road 6—Job 12—Retreatment of ‘85. miles, tar Jsonis 
Cost, tar $304.20, pea gravel and hauling $187:34: Total $490 
54, 


Road 7—The length of this road is 19.90 miles and with 
the exception of 1.1 miles in North Walsingham where a new 
bridge over Big Creek is required the whole is black top. 
Eleven different jobs were done on this road. 


Road 7—Job 1—This work immediately west of the town 
of Simcoe consisted in the hauling of 2035 tons of crusher run 
gravel from Waterford. Cost of gravel $1628, hauling $814, 
levelling. and consolidation of same with the County road 
rollers $220. Total $2662. 


; Road 7—Job 2—Purchase and installation of 1220’ of 6” 
perforated pipe. Cost of pipe $492.44, excavating trench and 
back filing with 2” gravel $147.25, 249.45 tons of 2” gravel 
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$199.56, hauling gravel and removal of material excavated 
from trenches $108.34. Total $947.59. 


Road 7—Job 3—Construction. This consisted of excava- 
tion of a knoll east of Big Creek. Part of the material was 
used for a fill east of the knoll and the balance was used in a 
fill west of Big Creek. Approximately 7150 cubic yards of 
dirt was removed. Cost of shovel rented from the Township 
of Townsend, 272 hours at $2.50 per hour, $680.00; 3 trucks 
at $1.50 per hour, 819 hours, $1228.50; hauling gravel $79.05; 
labour and levelling $486.72. Total $2474.27. 


Road 7--Job 10—This work consisted in placing a black 
top on the consolidated base mentioned in Job 1. Tenders 
were called for. After consideration of the same, the commit- 
tee instructed me to complete this with the County organi- 
zation. Crusher run water washed gravel and sand from the 
Waterford plant was used. Cost of 1475 tons crushed run 
gravel and sand $970.00, 73.21 tons of tar applied on the road

It may be possible to black top this 
portion during 1941 but there are certainly portions where it 
would be advisable to put in some perforated pipe.

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$757.84. Road 9 is the longest road on the County System 
having a total of 34 miles and has 5 different types of black- 
top, penetration, retread, mulch, D.S.T. and tar stabilization. 
There are several weak spots in the D.S.T. portion and it may 
be necessary to put in a few long patches of mulch in the 
early part of this year. It may also be necessary to put in 
some perforated pipe west of St. Williams on the hills on the 
Retread portion.

In addition to the above work, the general maintenance 
has been carried on. One operation in regard to general main- 
tenance that has become more important during the past few 
years is that of Snow Removal and Ice Control. The County: 
is now equipped with 2 side delivery plows purchased in 1940, 
two V type plows attached to the 2 Walters trucks and a V 
type plow attached to the 40 H.P. Diesel Tractor. During 
1940 the 2 Walters trucks were operated on County Roads 
and certain Township roads. The total cost of operation to- 
gether with any labor charges necessary was $2635.07 aes 
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ceipts from snowplowing for other municipalities amounted 
to $1108.00. The storm in December 1940 was quite severe 
and the total cost of work done was $229.60 but against that 
we must place the receipts of other road authorities amount- 
ing to $136.00, which leaves a net cost to the County of Nor- 
folk of $1556.95. Your committee on County Roads instruct- 
ed me to purchase 1 mile of snow fence in December. This 
has been purchased and erected. On the question of ice con- 
trol, the County has erected sand piles treated with Calcium 
Chloride to treat the hills with, but at present no attempt is 
being made to sand the whole system. 


During 1940 the Walters Truck 120 has travelled 12942 
miles on the work and the Walters truck 80 has travelled 
7500 miles. I am having prepared an inventory of all the 
machinery and tools belonging to the County on December 
31st, 1940, which will be available to the County Council at 
any time. 

It will be necessary at this meeting to pass.a By-Law 
with regard to the expenditures of 1941, and this By-Law 
will be submitted to the Department of Highways for approv- 
al. When this approval is received your committee will be 
able to bring in the necessary estimates for the current year. 


I would like to take this opportunity of thanking the 
Members of the 1940 County Road Committee for their co- 
operation and assistance in carrying out the program during 
last year. Credit is due the two foremen, Peter Bauslaugh 
and Walter Swick, appointed to take charge of the work on 
the system. For their untiring effort to make the new sys- 
tem of handling the work a success. Credit is also due to 
those who were foremen in 1939 and have given much valu- 
able assistance to these two foremen. I would like to make 
special mention of the work of Miss Graves in the OTICenaT EO 
undertake the work of setting up the new system of book- 
keeping required considerable ability and energy and it was 
no small matter to transpose the figures in order that the cost 
of the work could be set out in this report to give you a fairly 
true picture of the work on the system.

levies are collected, the current expenditures of the Corpora- 
tion for the year, including the amounts required for the 
purposes mentioned in sub-section (1) of the said section 339, 
and to give on behalf of the Corporation to the Bank or other 
persons a promissory note or notes, sealed with the Corpor- 
ate Seal and signed by them for the moneys so borrowed with 
interest at a rate not exceeding four and one half per cent. 
(414) per annum, which may be paid in advance or otherwise. 
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2. All sums borrowed from the said Bank or other 
sources for any or all of the purposes mentioned in said sec- 
tion 339, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the 
whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current year 
and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues are 
received. 
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3. The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to
